Singapore Battle

Whit Mat- 
thews, well-known Edmonton golf- 
er, and Miss Eleanor Matthews, 
teacher at Oliver school, are cou- 
sins. 

He received his education at the 
Daysland public and high school, 
and graduated in mining engineer- 
ing from the University of Alberta 
from the class of 1941. 

Following his graduation he-work- 
ed at the Edmonton airport, relin- 
quishing that job to visit his parents 
at Daysland before going east early 
in January. He took an active in- 
terest in sports and was a star play- 
er on the Daysland hockey team.

“I was wounded on the ninth. 
When I returned from the hospital, 
nobody was left in my company— 
al] the men had been killed. Nine- 
teen survived out of 80. 

ALWAYS HOODWINKED 

“We kept retreating every day— 
eight, ten, some days 25 kilometres. 
We were told that we were being 
withdrawn for a rest. They always 
hoodwinked us 

“There were days when we were 
not given any bread. Letters home 
already had been banned, in Nov- 
ember.” 

The artillery corporal, speaking 
of the same retreat, told me: 

“We were fed on hopes. 


“We were told, ‘soon 25 fresh 
divisions will arrive under com- 
mand of Blaekovitz, conqueror of 
the Greeks. Then they said that 
Todt, builder of the Siegfried 
line, had built a line of defences 
Near Gjatsk, 

“We were told that the winter 
positions were near Istra—then on 
the river Lama—then near Moz- 
haisk and Ruza.” 

The prisoners said that ‘men suf- 
fering from fatigue and frostbite no 
longer were being admitted to hos- 
pitals.

Continued from Pege One 
will be available in the third 
quarter when summer driving is 
at {te peak than in other quarters. 
“Our supplies of gasoline are 

short, and circumstances over which 
we would have no control may re- 
duce them still further. On the 
other hand the demand for gasoline 
for the armed services is growing 
daily, and before the year is over 
it will be very much higher,” the 
minister said. 

Under the rationing plan devised 
by G. R. Cottrelle, the oil controiler, 
all of Canada’s 1,600,000 or more 
passenger cars, and motorcycles, will 
be allowed gasoline in proportion 
to their usefulness, but consumption 
for pleasure trips will be drastically 
reduced. 


SEVEN CATEGORIES 

Every vehicle in the country will 
be designated to one of seven cate- 
gories. First on the ligt will be the 
cars in “A” category—cars owned 
privately and driven for non-@ssen- 
tial purposes. At the bottom of the 
list and in the most preferred cate- 
gory will be vehicles used to supply 
the armed services, and certain other 
essential commercial vehicles. 

The plan calls for the issuance of 
books of coupons. Each book will 
permit the purchase of a designated 
number of gallons, according to the 
category of the vehicle fo? which it 
is issued. 


“To begin with,” sald Mr. Howe, 
“the unit will represent five gal- 
lens of gasoline, nut the purchaser 
will be permitted te turn in half s 
coupon if he wants te buy only 214 
gallons, 


“Those in category ‘A’ will be al- 
lowed 60 or more units, according 
to horsepower. This means that un- 
der the present achedule the owner 
of a smal car driven for ordinary 
family use will be able to buy 300 
gallons per year. Others will be 
rationed according to their proved 
needs.”

What mem- 
bers will move with him. if sny 
do, has not become apparent but 
may be revealed os the debate 
proceeds, 

The plebiscite was attacked yes- 
terday by two Conservatives, Karl 
Homuth (Waterloo South) and G 
S. White (Hastings-Peterborough), 
and defended by two Liberals, 
Douglas Abbott (Montreal-St. An- 
toine-Westmount) and Dr. F. W. 
Gershaw (Medicine Hat). 
SUPPORTS PLEBISCITE 

Dr. Gershaw said he was con- 
vineed every member desired to 
see Canada make the maximum 
war effort even if there were dif- 
ferences as to procedure. The pleb- 
iscite was going to be held, he said. 
Members should do their best to 
make the issue clear to the people 
and when the result was known 
“give to those who are in the best 
position to know the facts, a free 
hand to decide how best we can 
make our contribution.”

RIO DE JANIERO, Jan. 20— 
(AP)—Western hemisphere solid- 
arity was arrived at unanimously 
and Peru and Ecuador agreed to 
settle their 111-year-old boundary 
dispute in a triumphant windup 
ef the Pan American conference 
here early today. 

The conclusion came in _ post- 
eonference mediation of the Per- 
uvian-Ecuadorean differences sev- 
eral hours after foreign ministers of 
the 21 American republics had 
formally adjourned their two-week 
sessions, 

Major fruits of the conference 
were contained in 41 resolutions— 
inscribed in English, French, Span- 
ish and Portuguese—recommending 
severance of relations with the 
Axis, setting up joint military. 
economic and financial boards and 
otherwise covering practically the 
entire field of Pan American rela- 
tions: 

Ecuador was signed up as the 21st 
to endorse them. Her delegation had 
insisted on settlement of the bound- 
ary dispute as a prerequisite. 


Mr. Speaker and members of the 
legislative assembly: 

It is with pleasure that I wel- 
come you to the second session of 
the ninth legislature of the Proy- 
ince of Alberta. 

At this time it is fitting that I 
should express my profound regret 
and sorrow upon the passing of 
Field Marshal His Royal Highness 
The Duke of Connaught, who was 
from 1911 until 1916 the governor 
general of Canada; also the passing 
of the Marquis of Willingdon, who 
was from 1926 until 1931 the gov- 
ernor general of Canada. 

Since the legislature last met, 
the arrival in Ottawa for a short 
visit of the Right Honorable Win- 
ston Churchill, Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, was an honor and 
delight to the people of the Domin- 
ion, We, in Alberta, with other 
provinces, appreciated the oppor- 
tunity of hearing his address from 
the Canadian capital. Mr, Churchill 
is a magnificent war leader. We 
honor him for the service which 
he has rendered the British Empire 
in stiffening its will to resistance 
and determination to carry on. 

We are now in the third year of 
war. Events in Europe and the Far 
East have caused grave concern 
More recently, the successes of 
Empire troops in Africa, coupled 
with the successes of Russia in Eur- 
ope and the entrance of the United 
States into the conflict, have cheer- 
ed and encouraged us. Each day 
we realize more and more the 
seriousness of the conflict, and 
more than ever our people are 
determined to do everything pos- 
sible to the end that victory may 
be assured 


CROP VALUE LOWER 

Owing to unfavorable climatic 
conditions, the crop harvested in 
Alberta in 1941 was considerably 
helow average. Weather conditions, 
together with the wheat acreage 
reduction scheme, resulted in a 
yield of 90,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
compared with 187,000,000 bushels 
in 1940. The lower values for field 
crops were partly compensated for 
by the increased value of live stock, 
dairy and poultry products. The 
total value of agricultural produc- 
tion is estimated at $192,000,000, 
compared with $212,000,000 in 1940. 

Alberta has made a notable 
contribution to British food re- 
quirements by rapidly increasing 
the production of bacon, Total 
marketings for the year were 
1,800,000 bacon hogs, which repre- 
sents 26 per cent of the bacon 
hogs produced in Canada. Produc- 
tion of farm products has been 
expanded to meet the demands 
for increased supplies of food 
stuffs for Great Britain. My gov- 
ermment has expanded the facil- 
ities at its disposal to provide for 
the distribution of information, 
and also for increased field ser- 
vices, to assist farmers in dealing 
with agricultural problems under 
war-time conditions. 

My government will continue to 
place at the disposal of His Maj- 
esty's armed forces the services of 
the department of health in con- 
nection with all matters relating 
to health and sanitation which are 
of concern to His Majesty's armed 
forces in the province. Arrange- 
ments have been made for lectures 
on various health topics, illustrated 
by motion picture films, to the 
troops at various military training 
centres in the province. 

The diagnostic cancer clinics 
authorized at the last session of the 
legislature, are now functioning in 
Calgary and Edmonton, and more 
than 1,000 patients have been re- 
ferred to these clinics by Alberta 
physicians. No charge is made for 
the services of the diagnostic clinics, 
nor for X-ray or radium treatment. 
It is proposed during the coming 
fiscal year to extend this service 
to include surgery in those cases 
which, in the opinion of the clinic, 
are likely to benefit by surgical 
treatment. 

It is also proposed to go forward 
with the organization of additional 
full-time health units until all dis- 


tricts in the province have been | 


given the advantage of modern 
preventive public health service. 
There has been great need for this 
service in rural districts, and it is 
proposed to establish three addi- 
tional full-time health units during 
the coming fiscal year, providing 
it is possible to obtein well quali- 
fied medical officers and public 
health nurses for this service

made in the re-organization of 
municipal administration in the 
province. After very carefu] study 
and lengthy preparation, a num- 
ber of large municipal units are 
being set up this year, thus im- 
plementing the program for re- 
organization of municipal adminis- 
tration outlined in the session of 
1940. With the introduction of this 
new system of municipal adminis- 
tration, we are confident that the 
benefits to be derived from our 
efficient road program can be in- 
creased and the service to the 
people greatly improved. 

My government is 
familiar with the circumstances 
which have placed Alberta in a 
very important strategic position 
with respect to the military defence 
of the North American continent. 
We shall continue to co-operate 
with all constituted authorities in 
the preparation and use of any or 
all facilities necessary to this end, 
and to press for the development 
of the areas to the north which 
hold vast deposits of minerals and 
of fuel oil so essential to an all- 
out war effort, and to the necessary 
preparation for the pdst-war period. 
We shall also continue to press for 
the extension of the boundaries of 
Alberta to include thése areas in 
order that no time will be lost in 
their development. 

In view of the number of refer- 
ences which were being made to 
the courts upon the constitutional 
validity of The Debt Adjustment 
Act, my government, early last 
summer, took steps which re- 
sulted in a reference being made 
by the governor general in coun- 
cil te the Supreme Court of 
Canada, seeking the opinion of 
that court as to the validity of 
this statute. Judgment was re- 
cently given by the Supreme 
Court of Canada declaring the 
act to be ultra vires of the legis- 
lature. As The Debt Adjustment 
Act is perhaps the most important 
single piece of debt legislation, 
and in view of the serious conse- 
quences of removing from debtors 
the protection of legislation which 
has been in force since 1931, my 
government has decided to carry 
an appeal from the Supreme 
Court of Canada to the Privy 
Council. Accordingly instructions 
for this purpose have been given 
to the law officers of the crown. 
Additional measures of debt ad- 
justment will be submitted for 
your consideration during this 
session. 

As a result of the recognized need 
for the revision of the statutes, the 
legislature at its last session pro- 
vided the necessary appropriation 
for this purpose. The very. eansider- 
able work involved has been going 
forward for some months under the 
direction of the acting legislative 
counsel, and is now so far ad- 
vanced that a printer's proof of the 
proposed revision will be laid upon 
the table of the house during the 
present session. Legislation will be 
introduced to authorize the final 
revision and printing. 

The Dominion government has 
asked the provinces to vacate tem- 
porarily, the income and corporation 
tax fields, and to receive in return 
from the federal government for the 
duration of the war, yearly granis 
equal to the amount of revenue from 
these particular taxes for the year 
1940, The legislature at an early 
date will be given full opportunity 
of considering the proposed agree- 
ment, 

The past year witnessed a sound 
and satisfactory growth in the de- 
velopment of the treasury branch 
program. Deposits continued to in- 
crease satisfactorily and a reserve 
of half a million dollars was set up 
through the purchase of Dominion 
government bonds of the Second 
War Loan. My government proposes 
to continue to make the treasury 
branches a useful instrument in the 
program of industrializing the pro- 
vince and of building a balanced 
economy in Alberta. 

SUPPLY OF TEACHERS 

As enlistments for war services 
make it difficult to maintain an ade- 
quate quota of students-in-training 
at the provincial normal schools, my 
government is giving careful con- 
sideration to the supply and training 
of teachers for our schools during 
the war emergency. 

Schoo! attendance in the divisions 
has been made a responsibility of 
the divisional school boards to bring

that of towns and cities. Legislation 
to give effect to this change will be 
placed before you. 

The war emergency program, in- 
cluding mechanical training of the 
R.C.A.F. personnel, the army trades- 
men, and the men for war industries, 
has been carried along with increas- 
ing numbers and excellent resulis 
during the year. With our present 
organization and administrative set- 
up, my government will be able to 
continue to support an all-out war 
effort, 

A commission has teen appoint- 
ed to investigate the efficiency and 
scope of the operation of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. It is expected 
that the report will be ready for 
the consideration of the legislature 
at this session. 

The tourist industry showed an 
encouraging increase during the past 
season, Expenditures by tourists in 
1941 totalled approximately seven 
million dollars as compared with six 
million in 1940. 

Under the stimulus of war con- 
ditions, Alberta's industries are 
steadily expanding. My government 
intends to continue to do all in its 
power, still further to assist the 
orderly industrial, development of 
the province. Particularly will our 
efforts be continued to increase the 
shipments of Alberta coal to east: 
LB markets in much greater quanti- 
ties. 

The legislature will be asked to 
appoint a special committee for the 
purpose of receiving representations 
and recommendations as to the oper- 
ations of The Workmen's Compeii- 
sation (Accident-Fund) Act, and to 
report at the next session of the 
legislature. 

The business of the Alberta gov- 
ernment insurance office during 
1941 has proven most gratifying 
During the year 2,935 Policies were 
issued and, in addition, approxim- 
ately 600 expiring policies were re- 
newed. In view'of the very satis- 
factory results obtained in this class 
of insnrance, my government con- 
sidered it in the public interest to 
implement the legislation to which 
it gave its assent at the last session 
of the legislature, authorizing the 
Alberta government insurance of- 
fice to enter the field of life insur- 
ance. The enabling legislation, 
therefore, was proclaimed in force 
December 15th, 1941. A consulting 
actuary, with the necessary quali- 
fications, an experienced under- 
writer and a medical director have 
already been appointed. This ex- 
tension of service is being financed 
by the Alberta government insur- 
ance office and without recourse to 
the genera] revenue of the prov- 
ince. 

The Petroleum and Natura] Gas 
Conservation Board, which was set 
up for the purpose of directing an 
orderly development and produc- 
tion program to encourage the 
Breatest ultimate recovery without 
harm to the field, will continue to 
function, though its past chairman 
was drafted to assist in the pet- 
roleum production program of the 
United States government. The 
present policy of the board will be 
continued, however, and the neces- 
sary expert advice will be obtained 
as required. 

In order to be prepared to assist 
wherever possible in planning to 
meet the stern demands of the post- 
war reconstruction period, my gov- 
ernment has set up a committee to 
make a careful survey of our nat- 
ural resources and study ways and 
means by which the province can 
render the greatest service, This 
committee wil] submit a report of 
its findings and recommendations 
and every assistance will be given 
the federal government to work out 
a program which will make it pos- 
Sible to meet the serious conditions 
which may result. 

The public accounts of the last 
fiscal year, and the estimates of ex- 
penditure for the coming year will 
be submitted for your considera- 
tion. 

I leave you now to the considera- 
tion of the business of the session, 
and trust that under Divine Prov- 
idence, the result of your delibera- 
tions may be in the best interests 
of the people whom you have the 
honor to represent.

arrest and told their homelands 
had been invaded that morning—to 
the embarassment, it must be re- 
ported, of their uninformed officer 
escorts. 

Most of the so-called “dis- 
orders” in northern Yugoslavia 
were fomented and carried out 
On a precise schedule by Nazi 
agents to provide a flimsy excuse 
for Hitler's appearance there. Ger- 
man spies had little success in 
Russia so Hitler came to the 
Soviets in the form of the most 
Powerful concentration of armed 
might the world has ever seen. 


First-line German soldiers take 
great pride in their reputation for 
“correctness,” but the soldiers are 
followed by the Gestapo, by eco- 
nomic commissions, by party ex- 
perts in graft and loot, and by the 
ruthless imposition of German 
“kultur” on peoples who passion- 
ately dislike it. 

The general outlines of the results 
are well-known. Twelve million 
Poles axe being murdered as surely 
as though they were placed against 
walls and shot. Nine million Dutch 
and 3,000,000 Norwegians slowly 
are losing their national status and 
being forced towards ultimate in- 
corporation in the Reich, 
TRADITION WIPED OUT 


Czechs are being compelled 
learn German and their own 
schools are still being closed. 
Twenty-four were shut last summer 
under the relatively “lenient” ad- 
ministration of Baron Constantio 
Von Neurath, Everything connected 
with the history and tradition of 
the Duchy of Luxemburg is being 
wiped out. 

Frenchmen in Alsace and Lor- 
raine must change their names or 
flee. Even the elevator directions 
and the calendars have been re- 
placed in the language of their new 
“Vaterland.” The process is sim- 
ilar for the Croats in Styria and 
Kaernten, and in the railroad sta- 
tion in the former Polish city of 
Pozman (Pozen) glaring signs order 
that only German may be spoken. 

“We are guests and poorly treated 
ones in our own country,” said a 
Czech. 

Poland is a specia! case, the full 
horror of which one’s mind almost 
tefuses {o admit. Suspicious of 
atrocity stories, I asked a candid 
and well-informed acquaintance. 

“Surely this mass murder must 
be an exaggeration.” 

The reply was incredible. 

“Killing 12,000,000 Persons out- 
right is too big a task physically, 
even for the 8.8. and Gestapo. 
All the armies in the world in 
four years of continuous fighting 
didn't do nearly as well as that in 
the last World War. But there are 
other ways—the arrest of every 
leader, the destruction of every 
Sense of national or community 
feeling, the forcible separation of 
families. Two or three genera. 
tions will take care of it.” 

Nazi occupation in any event is a 
continuing process. No social struc- 
ture could withstand in one blow 
all that it includes. Institutions are 
replaced or discontinued, political 
parties wiped out except for one 
Nazi-inspired group, control is 
established over banks and business, 
property of Jews is confiscated, in- 


to 


dustry and agriculture are “co- 
ordinate .. with the needs of the 
Reich, 


’ Accompanying this public looting 
is private graft and demoralization. 
Most of the Nazi leaders are 
accumulating private fortunes by 
means which the world may never 
know in detail unless some subse- 
quent, searching board of inquiry is 
established to deal them the punish- 
ments they deserve under the ordi- 
nary criminal codes. The system 
of “trustees” has been a mint for 
the party faithful. 

ONE EXAMPLE 


It is almost impossible to trace 
these transactions specifically, but 
one example can be cited. A Nazi 
named Kurt Bichel, still in the 
party’s gasoline circuit and not at 
all a big leaguer, was made trustee 
of the Paris branch of the West- 
minster Bank, an English institution, 

Last June 11 Eichel appeared at 
a bank in Switzerland with 
slightly in excess of $100,000 in 
United States currency of various 
denominations. For this he bought 
about 20,000 French gold Napoleons 
and about 20,000 Swiss francs in 
gold. He took the coins with him 
when he left. 

Almost exactly a month later, on 
July 9, Eichel appeared again, this 
time with $100,315 in United States 
currency, More than $500 of it was 
the counterfeit which exists in smail 
and poorly printed quantities in 
Europe today. With the rest he 
bought gold Napoleons and gold 
Swiss francs a second time, but he 
added another portion of loot. 

Eichel on his second visit alse 
carried 6,200,000 French Paper 
francs, With these he bought so- 
called “sperrmarken,” blocked 
Reichsmarks usable only in Ger- 
many and similar te the “reg- 
istered marks” of the tourist 
trade, and had the entire amount 
transferred to his personal 
account in Berlin, The gold he 
took with him, as he had done 
previously. It was impossible to 
learn whether he made earlier or 
subsequent visite, but the process 
may atill be continuing.

‘| blankets for their armies in Russia. 
they paid 10 crowns for articles 
that would have cost 35 to replace, 
had there been any to buy. 

This brief catalogue of what 
happens when Hitler comes could 
be extended endlessly. Prices go 
soaring. In Prague they more 
than doubled, according te Czech 
figures. In “unoccupied” Bul- 
garla they had increased 50 per 
cent last summer and have gone 
higher since. Inflation appears 
wherever it is posible. The 
stock market index in Italy went 
from 249 year ago to 391 by the 
end of November, when the gov-

Generally speaking the new rental laws 


1) No oral or written lease for any commercial or housing accommodation 
(furnished or unfurnished) may legally be made after October II, 
1941, at a rental higher than the rental lawfully payable under the 
lease in effect on that date unless an application for increased rental 
has been made to and approved by a local Rentals Committee of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Such an application must be 
based on specified circumstances arising since October !1, 1941. 


NOTE: Land and premises used solely for farm purposes are not subject to rent contre

A tenant is entitled to a renewal of his lease unless the landlord 
requires the premises for certain reasons named in the Board's Rental 


Orders and has given the tenant a written notice to vacate within 
the time and in the manner prescribed therein. If this notice to 
vacate is contested by the tenant, the landlord must secure a Court 
Order for possession.

Copies of all Rental Orders and Regulations of the Board and applica-

When voluntary sugar-rationing 
was asked for, quite a few Canadians 
hurried to the stores to lay in large sup- 
plies, thus putting the merchants in a 
quandary and themselves in the posi- 
tion of hoarders. But relatively few 
did so, and the rush was reported prac- 
tically over at the end of the second 
day. 

"The net result is that the chisellers 
have tied up money they need not have 
spent for some time, and gained noth- 
ing thereby except the quieting of 
groundless fears. There isn’t any 
sugar famine in sight, for the stocks 
are bigger than they ever were before, 
and the regulation is mainly designed 
to ease the strain on shipping that is 
needed for war transport service. 

Canadians would be a poor lot if 
they were unwilling to §& along on 
three-quarters of a pound per week in 
such a cause. Few of them eat more 
than that amount in a week ordinarily. 
Those who do should ask their doctors 
about it. 

To help merchants out of their’ dif- 
ficulty the control board suggests that 
sales be limited for the time to five 
pounds per customer. That is, if the 
merchants have any further difficulty 
restraining the buying enthusiasm of 

nicky customers, which is hardly 
ikely. 

There is nothing in the sugar situ- 
ation for anybody to get alarmed 
about. If that condition should arise 
in future an iron-clad rationing system 
will have to be introduced—and those 
who have stocked up in advance will 
have to spin out their supplies like 
everybody else. 


Well Done Hart 


The smashing attack on the Japan- 
ese invasion armada in Macassar strait 

ows larger in proportions as the 
aivs pass, At the end of six days of 
battle the score of enemy warships and 
transports sunk or damaged had passed 
the 30 mark, estimates of enemy sol- 
diers and sailors lost ran as high as 
25,000, reports were still coming in— 
all favorable, and the fighting was ap- 
parently still going on. 

Obviously this great expedition was 
not bound on a raiding exploit, to seize 
and occupy small islands or a group of 
such. There are said to have been 100 
ships in the convoy. Its size proves that 
it was bent on conquest, not on nuis- 
ance raids. Its location and direction 
indicate its destination to have been 
Java, the principal island in the Dutch 
East Indies, with a population of 
40,000,000. 

But whatever the particular mis- 
sion on which this great force had 
been despatched, the purpose has been 
frustrated, and the force itself scatter- 
ed and destroyed. The immediate re- 
sults are important. The losses to the 
invaders are heavy. Their plans have 
been thrown out of hitch, Tokyo's cock- 
sureness has been given a jolt. 

Equally important is the demon- 
stration that the Allied naval com- 
mander in the East Indies now has 
formidable sea and air forces at his 
disposal, and knows how to use them. 
The passage in which he caught the 
enemy is about 300 miles long, half that 
far across, a bottle-neck peculiarly 
suitable for attack, of which advantage 
full use was made. 

Admiral Hart has emphatically 
“made good” in his first major engage- 
ment. He has won a victory as en- 
couraging to the Allies as it is disas- 
trous to the foe. This is solid ground 
for confidence that as his forces grow 
bi enemy sea power will be broken 

own, 


All-Out Means All-Round 


An all-out war effort must be an 
all-round war effort. It is not enough 
that Canada raise armed forces, or 
produce food, or make munitions. We 
must do all three, and do all three in 
consultation with our Allies and having 
regard to their needs as well as our 
own, 

Our war program has been planned 
accordingly, and in all three respects 
good progress has been made. We have 
more men under arms than we had at 
the corresponding stage of the former 
Great War, and more than have been 
needed so far as land fighting has oc- 
curred. Our food supplies have been 
more than ships were available to carry 
to Britain. Our munitions output is 
out of all relation to that in the former 
struggle, as required by the greater 
need of mechanical equipment. 

There must be expansion along all 
three lines, balanced according to the 
Allied requirements and by our re- 
serves of manpower and material re- 
sources. 

During the present year our army 
corps overseas is to be developed into 
two corps, by the addition of a second 
armored division and a second army 


tank brigade. 

It ia planned to make a “direct con- 
tribution” to Britain of supplies to the 
amount of $1,000,000,000; to loan Brite 
ain $700,000,000 now owing to the 
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They Don’t Know Th 


Dominion, without interest; and to buy 
back $295,000,000 worth of Canadian 
securities in order to supply London 
with dollars for the purchase of Can- 
adian products, Since the start of the 
war Canada has in this way already 
made $400,000,000 available to Britain 
in Canadian funds, 

This is the background of the ap- 
peal that is to be made to the voters 
to release the Government from “any 
obligations arising out of any past 
commitments restricting the methods 
of raising men for military service” 
anywhere. That is the only restriction 
which now hinders the freedom of the 
present parliament to expand the war 
effort in all three directions. In all 
other matters, including finance, it can 
employ any methods the members 
think advisable, without charge of 
breaking faith with the public. 

This one hindrance cleared away, 
the Ministers, under direction of par- 
liament, can proceed to devote the man- 
power and resources of the country 
unreservedly to the tasks of raising 
armed forces, producing food and 
creating munitions. The single excep- 
tion removed, compulsion can be ap- 
plied as and when necessary to any one 
of the three Pospone: or to all of them. 


A brief despatch from North Van- 
couver tells of the launching of a 10,- 
000 ton steel cargo ship, just two days 
after another vessel of the same type 
slipped down the ways at the same 
port. This is rather typical of the little 
recognized development that has 
taken pase in Canada in the produc- 
tion of war needs. The launching of 
a ship, which in peacetime would draw 
wide attention, is now only a routine 
incident of the Gey, 


People in Alberta can share the 
fears of people in northern Saskatche- 
wan that lack of snow may leave the 
timber lands in grave danger of forest 
fires when spring comes, for snow can- 
not be much scarcer there than it is 
here.

The Poetry Of Democracy 


Walt Whitman Still the Ablest 

Exponent of Man’s Struggle 

For Free 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

The poetry of freedom and of faith in 
the triumph of democracy has still to find 
its modern exponent, according to the 
critics, one of whom wrote recently that 
the poems to give voice to the soul of 
democracy in its greatest crisis have yet 
to be written, 

But there is one poet to whom the 
reader may turn and find in him the 
authentic note of courage and conviction 
that freedom will live. He is Walt Whit- 
man, who stood on the street corners of 
Manhattan and Washington and watched 
the American democracy in civil war days. 

A strange, bearded figure in broad hat 
and homespun, he saw Lincoln in the dark 
days of that former war. He visited the 
battlefields upon which the issue of slavery 
was being decided, and he held the hands 
of wounded boys in the camps and hos- 
pitals. As no one else was able to, he was 
able to depict the mood of America in the 
greatest crisis of American democracy, the 
greatest, that is, before 1942, 

Throat Inflating 


What Whitman said of the year of 1861 
and the successive civil war years loses 
little in re-reading for a North American 
audience today. “Democracy! Near at 
hand to you a throat is now inflating itself 
and joyfully singing.” That throat was 
Whitman’s and in his unrhymed lines the 
triumph of freedom lives again. Even his 
earlier poems possessed the true tones of 
democratic faith, Contemplating Europe in 
1950, he wrote: 


Not a grave of the murder’d for freedom 
but grows seed for freedom, in its turn 
to bear seed, 

Which the winds carry afar and re-sow, 
and the rains and the snows nourish, 

Not a disembodied spirit can the weapons 
of tyrants let loose, 

But it stalks invisibly over the earth, whis- 
pering, counselling, cautioning, 

Liberty! let others despair of you! I never 
despair of you. 

Leaves of Grass 


Whitman's Leaves of Grass are scat- 
tered with quotable passages in which the 
poet sings of the unity of democratic na- 
tions, a unity now fulfilled under the 
shadow of another great war. In 1860 
Whitman wrote; 


Of democracies, resplendent, en masse: 

Of the conformity of politics, armies, 
navies, to them and to me, 

Of the shining sum of them—of the inher: 
ent light, greater than the rest, 

Of the envelopment of all by them, and of 
the effusion of al] from them. 


Whitman's poems are sometimes dif- 
ficult for a reader who wants rhyme with 
his reason, but his faith in the triumph of 
the democratic principle is clear enough, 
He interpreted the social and political 
ideal of freedom: 


I announce justice triumphant; 

I announce uncompromisng liberty and 
equality; 

I announce the Union more and more com- 
pact, indissoluble; 

I announce splendors and majesties to 
make all the precious politics of the 
earth insignificant. 

Civil War Days 
The arming of American democracy in 
civ] war days attracted Whitman's atten- 
tion, and his lines are apt for the present 
day when the United States have just en- 
tered another war. 


How the true thunder bellows after the 
lightening, how bright the flashes of 
lightning! 

How Democracy, with desperate, venge- 
ful port strides on... 

Thunder on! stride on, Democracy! strike 
with vengeful, stroke! 


In one of his most famous poems, Whit- 
man ascribed the following lines to the 
spirit of democracy: 


Chant me the poem, it said, that comes 
from the soul of America—chant me 
the carol of victory; 

And strike up the marches of Libertad— 
marches more powerful yet; 

And sing me before you go, the song of the 
throes of Democracy, 

(Democracy—the destin'd conqueror—yet 
treacherous lip smiles everywhere, 

And death and infidelity at every step).

Fifth Column Peril 


Surely the insight of the poet, into the 
fifth column peril within a democracy, was 
never more clearly foreseen than in this 
phrase of Whitman's about “treacherous 
lip smiles everywhere.” On the present 
state of Europe, a poem written by Whit- 
man in 1856 has the ring of a current 
document. 


The battle rages with many a loud alarm 
and frequent advance and retreat, 
The infidel triumphs—or suppose he 

triumphs, 

Then the prison, scaffold, garrote, hand- 
cuffs, iron necklace and anklet, lead 
balls, do their work, 

The named and unnamed heroes pass to 
other spheres, 

The great opera and writers are exiled 
—they lie sick in other lands, 

The cause is asleep—the strongest throats 
are stilled, choked with their own 
blood, 

The young men droop their eyelashes to- 
ward the ground when they meet; 
—But for all, this, liberty has not gone 
out of the place, nor the infidel enter’d 

into full possession. 


Terrible Tidings 


Like these terrible tidings, a poem 
dedicated to the Star of France in 1870 
i Whitman may be read as well now as 

en: 


O Star of France! 

The brightness of thy hope and strength 
and fame, 

Like some proud ship that led the fleet so 
ong, 

Beseems today a wreck, driven by the gale, 
a mastless hulk; 

And mid its teeming, madden’d half- 
drowned crowds, 

Nor helm nor helmsman, 


Star crucified! by traitors sold! 

Star panting o’er a land of death—heroic 
land! 

Strange, passionate, mocking, 
land, 

Miserable! yet for thy errors, vanities, sins, 
I will not now rebuke thee; 

Thy unexampled woes and pangs have

And left thee sacred... 


Sea of War

There is a disposition in England to 


charge Mr, Churchill with regarding the. 


Far Eastern campaign as inconsequential. 
Evidence to support this charge is purely 
prima facie. 

His acquiescence in the demand of Aus- 
tralia for a seat in the imperial war cabinet 
would indicate that, 
whatever had been his 
opinion hitherto, he was 
prepared to accept the 
Australian situation as 
most grave and to listen 
to Autralia’s protest 
sympathetically. 

It must be remembered, 
however, that Mr, Chur- 
chill’s conception of the 
Empire differs radically 
from that held by most of 
the people of the domin- garoia L. welt 


ions, 
His attitude is traditionally imperialis- 
tic, conceiving the Empire as a body of 
which Britain is the head. . 

The dominions’ view is that the Empire 
is a commonwealth of equal partners. 

There is nothing in the diversity of 
these views which should cause serious 
conflict in peacetime. Both are largely 
academic and have good arguments to sup- 
port them. 

But there is a very real danger of this 
divergence of view causing a conceptual 
and even actual clash in wartime. The 
case of the dispute with Australia indicates 
the approach of that danger. 

It is an argument that must be post- 
poned until the war is over. It would be 
suicide to launch into it now. There is no 
reason on earth why it should appear now. 
That Mr, Churchill appreciates that fact 
is seen in his readiness to satisfy Australia, 
at this time, in every possible way. 


Eastern Claims 


As a matter fo fact, none has better 
claims for British-American aid than the 
Australians, the Dutch and the Chinese. 

For four and a half years the Chinese 
have been wearing down the Japanese. 
Without this prolonged Chinese resistance, 
Japan today would be inflicting far more 
serious injury to British, American and 
other forces and positions than she has 
been able to do. 

China undoubtedly could obtain attrac- 
tive peace terms from Japan if she accept- 
ed overtures by Premier Tojo to the Jap- 
anese Diet last Friday. 

Japan could afford to pay handsomely 
to be relieved of Chinese resistance for 
then Japan could strike against Russia and 
thus ease Germany's ition. The deflec- 
tion of China at this stage of the war 
would be an immense boon to the Axis and 
a staggering blow to the anti-Axis cause. 

Despite disquieting criticisms of the lim- 
ited amount of British ard American as- 
sistance in the war against Japan voiced 
by responsible Chinese newspapers this 
week, there were no official indications 
that China contemplates violating her 
pledge not to make a separate peace. 

China has every reason to wish to see 
Japan decisively defeated and has no rea- 
son to believe that Japan would observe 
any pledges once China's allies had been 
defeated. 

Nevertheless, it is clear that London 
talk about the Pacific war being subordin- 
ate in significance to the European war 
causes dangerous restlessness in China.

Dutch Contribution 


The Dutch began contributing to the 
anti-Axis cause long before December 7th. 
They refused to vield to Japanese pressure 
for oil, quinine and other Dutch resources 
and they were on the offensive within a 
few minutes of the Japanese attack, 

The Dutch have done more damage to 
Japanese forces than probably any other 
Pacific combatants and they have ruth- 
lessly destroyed the refineries, pipelines, 
and made unusable their oil wells when 
superior Japanese forces compelled the 
Dutch to yield them. 

The Australian and New Zealand de- 
fense position today would not be nearly 
as unfavorable as it is had not the Aus- 
tralians and New Zealanders from the out- 
break of the war in 1939 unstintedly pour- 
ed their best trained aviators, soldiers and 
sailors into the defense of the Empire at 
distant points, , 

Australians fought heroically in the de- 
fence of the British Isles, in Gre€ce, Crete, 
Egypt and in Malaya. Australia and New 
Zealand sent their ships to help keep the 
Empire channels of communication open. 

They stripped themselves of guns, 
tanks, planes and even small arms in order 
to repair the losses suffered by Britain at 
Dunkirk and in Greece. 

Had Australia and New Zealand chosen 
to hoard their men and war materials until 
they saw the whites of the eyes of the 
enemy, as they did this week in New Brit- 
ain, New Guinea and, the Sokonon Isles, 
they might be able to offer more effective 
resistance, 


Gave Everything 


But fortunately for the anti-Axis cause 
Australia and New Zealand did not take 
such a selfish and shortsighted view of 
their national interests. 

They perceived from the outset of the 
war that victory of Germany over Britain 
would extinguish their own economic and 
political independence and they gave all 
they could. : 

The contributions of, the Australians, 
the Dutch, the Chinese and the Filipinos 
to the anti-Axis cause, of course, are well 
known to President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and the other directors of 
the anti-Axis struggle. 

Realization of this indebtedness to 
Japan’s victims must make it trebly hard 
not to grant the peoples of the western 
Pacific all of the aid they so fervently seek. 

One can only hope that the dispensers 
of the pool of anti-Axis strength will find 
means of giving the foes of Japan suffi- 
cient to prevent the loss of such valuable 
bastions as Singapore, the Dutch Indies 
and Australia and to convince China that 
its best interests are served by continuing 
the war against Japan while at the same 
time leaving no key position in the wes- 
tern world at the mercy of Japan’s Euro- 
pean allies, 

If this can be done without affronting 
Russia or seriously disappointing the Latin 
American Republics who at Rio threw 


their lot in with the anti-Axis cause little ° 


short of a miracle will have been accom- 
plished. 

A year hence such an achievement 
should not be difficult. Today, when the 
assets to be apportioned are so limited and 
the needs so great and so acute, it requires 
the wisdom of a Solomon and the impar- 
tiality of a Joye. 


Is Far East Unimportant? 


Plenty of Trained Men in Canada, * 


But Not For Hong Kong, 
Is Conclusion 
By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA.—The immediate reaction to 
Hon. J. L. Ralston’s statement regarding 
thé Hong Kong expedition is an attempt 
upon the part of the conscription extrem- 
ists to exploit the fact that 138 of the men 
sent to Hong Kong were untrained. 

Their argument js that untrained men 
were included in the expedition because 
no others were available. And this lack 
of properly trained men, they assert, was 
the result of not having conscription, The 
Montreal Gazette’s*comment is typical in 
this regard. The Gazette says: “But what- 
ever the facts, whatever the alibis, what- 
ever heads rol] as scapegoats are singled 
out, one dominant factor can no longer be 
obscured: when the cal] came, there were 
not enough men ready to go. 

This line of attack, of course, suits the 
book of those who are agitating for a na- 
tional government, but it completely 
misses the point of Mr. Ralston’s state- 
ment. While this is the reaction of Mr. 
Meighen, Col. Drew and the three or four 
newspapers which are supporting them, 
there is no warrant for it in the Ralston 


statement. 
Fully Trained 


Mr. Ralston made it clear in his state- 
ment that there were enough fully trained 
men in Canada at the time the Hong Kong 
expedition was organized to man a dozen 
expeditions of this kind. On his own show- 
ing there was in Canada at least 25,000 
fully trained men available for service 
anywhere in the world. But for some rea- 
son, the National Defence department 
chiefs decided that these men must not be 
sent to Hong Kong, And it was only when 
these men were excluded from the range 
of choice, that difficulties arose in finding 
sufficient fully trained men to man the 
expedition, 

These facts are contained in one para- 
graph of Mr. Ralston’s statement. It reads: 

‘The selection of the two battalions to 
compose the force was a matter carefully 
studied by the Department of National 
Defence. In Canada we have available for 
selection, having in mind the necessary 
training and experience, the 4th division, 
the units comprising the brigade groups 
of the 6th division which was then mobil- 
izing, and a number of unattached bat- 
talions, The 4th division had already been 
assigned to an operational duty in defence 
of our eastern coast and it seemed there- 
fore that the selection should come from 
the other forces J have mentioned.” 


Garrison Units 


Among the available forces, he went 
on, were three infantry battalions which 
had done garrison duty in Newfoundland 
and the West Indies and the selection fell 
upon two of these, 

It is therefore untrue to suggest that 
there were not enough fully trained men 
in Canada for the expedition to Hong 
Kong. The 4th division would run to 17,000 
men and the infant units of the 6th 
division would be at least 9, men, The 
6th division was authorized in the late 
summer of 1940 so that there must have 
been a large proportion of these infantry 
men who were trained and fit’ for the 
Hong Kong assignment. 


While, therefore, it is obviously untrue 
to say that untrained men were sent to 
Hong Kong because Canada was “destitute 
of soldiers trained to the minimum re- 
quirement for overseas service” (the 
phrase used by the Gazette), the question 
remains as to why the 4th and 6th divis- 
ions were set apart as being unusable for 


this service, 
Not Clear 

On this point, Mr. Ralston’s statement 
is not nearly as clear as it might be. He 
says that the 4th division could not be 
used because it had been assigned to de- 
fend our East Coast, It must be assumed 
therefore that whoever made this decision 
regarded the Eastern Coast of Canada as 
of greater importance than Hong Kong. 
As to why the infantry units of the 6th 
division were passed over, the statement 
is silent. 

If the attitude of the general staff to- 
wards the war in the Far East is taken into 
account, it isn’t difficult to figure out why 
these decisions were made. From the very 
outset of the war with Japan, the general 
staff has taken the line that Canada must 
not be distracted from the conflict in 
Europe. Lt. Gen, Stuart in public state- 
ments chided the people of British Colum- 
bia for wanting more army units trans- 
ferred to the coast, He pointed out that the 
war would not be won or lost on the Pa- 
cific Coast, but that it would be won or 
lost in Europe. 

It is just possible that this was the line 
of reasoning which led to the sending of 
untrained men on this expedition, The war 
could not be won or lost at Hong Kong, 
etc., etc. 

But in any event, Mr. Ralston in his 
statement made it abundantly clear that 
there was no lack of fully trained soldiers 
available in Canada for the Hong Kong 
expedition.

CANADIAN RESOURCES BULLETIN. 


Even sawdust assumes a new economie 
importance in wartime, reports the Forest 
Products Laboratories of the Department 
of Mines and Resources, 

Formerly the economical disposal of 
the sawdust produced by the Canadian 
lumber industry presented a serious probe 
lem in most parts of the country, but toe 
day the use of this one-time waste matere 
ia] for domestic heating affords Canadians 
in regions contiguous to sawmills an opre 
portunity to further practical conservation 
and utilization of waste material. 

The sawmills of Canada are estimated 
to produce more than 200,000,000 cubic 
feet of sawdust annually, or the equivalent 
of a bin one-quarter of a mile square and 
more than 100 feet high. After making 
allowance for the amount used by the saw- 
mills as fuel to provide power and for 
other purposes, the quantity still available 
is not likely to be less than 100,000,000 
cubic feet a year.

The Purchase of Sugar is 
Now Regulated by Law 


‘A SA prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be con- 

gumed in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three- 
quarters of one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase 
more than two weeks’ supply at any one time or to make any purchase if pre- 
sent supplies are sufficient for more than two weeks. 


This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar 
in Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 
buying of sugar. 


Ration coupons will not be used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. 
The supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two 


any increase in price.

she will continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protects her against 


The maintenance of the new regulation governing the purchase of sugar 
rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country must rest, upon the 
loyal support of the people. Any consumption of sugar in excess of the quan- 
tity stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but is 


also a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 


Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has 
been misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people 
are under the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for 
two weeks; this of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar 
In other cases it has beenassumed that a greatly restricted ration 


is assured.

This is incorrect because The War- 


time Prices and Trade Board has already stated that the sugar supply situation 
is such that requirements of the consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a 
pound per week can readily be supplied. 


As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, 
it is suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one cus- 
tomer to an amount of not more than five pounds.

“You are a sucker if you take your opponent for a set-up,” de- 
clares Tunney. “I never took an opponent for a set-up and most 
any good fighter will tell you he didn’t either. 


“What the young men of our armed forces need are bundles of box- 
ing gloves and skipping ropes instead of tons of cigarettes. Joe Louis 
didn’t do that amazing job on Buddy Baer the other night because he 
had trained for a few weeks. Louis was a devastating destroyer because 
he has lived right for many years.” 

There you have the slant of a world champion fighter on what it 
takes to win. Don't pass it over lightly. Tunney isn't talking for pub- 
licity now—he's in there shooting the works in deadly earnest. 


The Point That Is Missed 
[’ 1s hardly necessary to point out that conditions in the United States 
closely parallel those in Canada, so we, too, can face the facts. 
To most folks it seems strange that a country in which boys and girls 
take such an active part in sports as they do in Canada should have any 
worry about physical fitness. 


The point that the great majority of people fail to understand is 
that playing baseball, hockey, basketball, and such games does not 
necessarily make @ boy fit for physical combat. There is a great 
difference between the combative power and endurance of a fit 
boxer or wrestler and the combative power and endurance of a 
etar hockey player, track athlete or tennis player, 


The physical fitness that is required for the ideal warrior on land, 
eea or in the air, is a fitness of every muscle, perfect co-ordination, 
stamina, confidence that comes only ‘with muscles.that are itching for 
action and a reserve of energy that must be stored up through right 
living and right exercise. 

Boxers and wrestlers will know the physical condition I am trying 
to picture. ‘They are among the few athletes who achieve it because 
their training demands that all organs and muscles be developed to the 
highest possible degree. Wind, legs and wrists are all a hockey player 
needs. Wind, timing and legs are the chief things a tennis player must 
consider. Timing, legs and fa8t eyes are the “musts” for ball players. 
Golf is 95 per cent wrists, magnificent co-ordination and timing. 

ERMANY achieved her standard of physical fitness through mass 
gymnastics and exercises that were approximately those used by 
boxers and wrestlers. Then she put her boys and girls out in sunshine | 
camps and made a fine, bronzed physique a mark of distinction. German 
youth hiked miles through the country, ran, jumped, swam, camped out | 
for days on end and hardened in the wind and sun. Undeveloped biceps | 
shame you no matter how good your legs and torso might be. It was | 
a stigma. The same applied to massive chests and biceps on men with | 
spindly legs. They might be fit in some ways, but not completely fit. 


No one can say that Canadians and Americans have been blind 
to the beauties of the human physique, but we certainly have come 
to admire a type that is almost a menace to our survival. We have, 
to a large extent, fastidiously turned from strength and virility to a 
type that might have been conceived by some slightly perverted 
artist. 


The long-legged, narrow-hipped, skinny type of girl that Hollywood 
gilamorizes has been accepted as ideal, whereas she is exactly what an 
ideal woman shouldn't be. Hollywood has set a much better standard 
for male physiques, but still the average male star is a pretty disap- 
pointing gent when you meet him in gym shorts. 

We have put too much emphasis on brain power. What we need is 
brain power set in bodies that are physically fit and crammed with 
energy and stamina from toes to the top of the head. In our dilettante 
years of peace we have lost a lot of what it takes to win tough wars.

She emphasized the value of such 
organizations as the Guides, and 
Scouts, as a valuable means toward 
formal democratic education. 

In the democracies at war the 
power of public opinion, a self-im- 
posed discipline, and constructive 
criticism play an important part 
Criticism is the breath of life in a 
democracy, she said.

Can you remember when you 
were young how humiliated 
were when your parents corrected 
you in public? Perhaps your family 
was embarra at your behavior, 


perhaps there was a motive you 


could never sec? 

Parents are given to telling 
thelr children whet to do and 
how to do it no matter how 
many strangers are about. They 
themselves are unconscious of 
their reasons. They say It ts be- 
cause they want the child to do 
the right thing. It is far more 
than that. I¢ Is an indication of 
parental pride. 

Otherwise, why wouldn't they 
want to turn the attention of the 
stranger away from the child's un: 
seemly conduct, insiead of toward 
it? Ah, why? Because if the child 
wasn't looked at she wouldn't be 
appreciated as they fee) she should 
be. Conscientious, loving, proud 
parents constantly are harping at 
the child to do this or that, or not 
to do this or that. Their comments 
and criticisms are relatively unim- 
portant. No one but themselves is 
aware of the need for them, but it 
is good showmanship and the re- 
sults are gratifying. The guests 
look at the child. They rise to her 
defence. They insist that she is all 
right, she's fine, she's wonderfui. 
That's what they want. The focus 
of al] eyes is upon their imperfect— 
they pretend—but adorable child. 

The point would seem to be that 
if the parents’ motives were differ- 
ent they would avoid criticism and 
protect the child. 

For if the child did not know 
how to act, or wouldn't act desir- 
ably without their anxious coach- 
ing, what possible satisfaction could 
the parents receive from behavior 
which was the result of their de- 
mands? None at all, But this is not 
their objective—to make the child 
Over. It is to keep the child in the 
limelight. 

But what of the child? She is 
the last one to interpret her par- 
ent’s criticisms rightly. Her only 
reaction is anger and humiHation. 
What will people think of her? 
Obviodsly, that she doesn’t know 
hew to act, 

What people think, and they are 
uniform in this opinion, is that 
there are few things more embar- 
rassing than to be on the side-lines 
when punishment or correction is 
going On. They feel that until the 
child does know how to act—with 
due consideration for age and in- 
experience—it is kinder to enter- 
tain without the child's being 
present. 

All training should be done in 
private. The child learns little by 
reproachful comments except to 
hate company. The company exper- 
iences little except a hearty desire 
to be elsewhere. The parent alone is 
satisfied—a selfish satisfaction with 
which she could well dispense,

Crowd iron-rich 
foods into her meals. In order of 
the richness of available iron, that 
is the iron which the body actually 
uses, they are: beef liver, dark mo- 
lasses, oatmeal, dried apricots, eggs, 
whole wheat, raisins, parsley, lean 
beef, oysters, cabbage, mutton, let- 
tuce and spinach. 


OTHER MINERALS 

Consider the other great needs, 
calcium and phosphorous. Milk is 
the perfect source, the inexpensive 
source, the convenient source. The 
daily quart will provide an adoles- 
cent girl's needs. Added amounts 
received in molasses, vegetables, 
eggs. and other foods included in 
her meals insure good bones and 
teeth and the general well-being 
that depends on these minerals, 
even if her individual utilization is 
not at its highest point.

Mrs. Grenfell is here in the course 
of a dominion-wide tour, in sup- 
port of the Mrs. Winston Churchill 
Y-W.C.A. Fund for British Service 
Women, To this fund, the units of 
the Canadian Y.W. have pledged to 
give $50,000. 


100 PER CENT INCREASE 

“Work of the British ‘Y’ has in- 
creased 100 per cent since the be- 
ginning of the war,” she sald in an 
interview on Thursday. “Our or- 
ganization ig the only women's 
Organization allowed to run can- 
teens inside military camps, air- 
\dromes and ports where the women 
are. Here we are responsible not 
only for the recreation centres for 
use of the women workers, but for 
the hostels where they live while 
working. We are responsible too, 
for the maintenance of hostels 
where girls working in the most 
important and most dangerous 
types of munitions manufacture 
may live. One of these hostels, now 
in operation accommodates 2,000 
workers.” 

“Working in co-operation with 
the army, navy, air force boards of 
education and agriculture, and the 
minister of munitions, the Y.W 
maintains recreation centres, hos- 
tels and service clubs. Thus it is 
that women in khaki and air-force 
blue, women in the great land army 
of Britain and in the huge army of 
munitions and factory workers, find 
rest, relaxation and comfort at 
our hands.” 

“The maintenance of these hostels 
is a war-time pledge of the associa- 
tion to our government and one we 
will not fail,” she declared. “Here 
the girls may find the comfort and 
relaxation of home, friendly women 
to cheer them after long hours on 
duty, and food and rest. England 
today is in an abnormal condition 
with blackouts, separation from 
families and friends for many 
workers and restricted recreation 
bringing their own particular prob- 
lems. It is our duty, ani our privi- 
lege,” she said, ‘to meet some of 
these needs.” 


SERVE IN EAST 

Y.W.C.A. workers are serving in 
the Middle East, and in Malaya, as 
well. Here we have had workers 
from New Zealang and Australia 
but this source cannot be counted 
on any longer, she said. ‘We could 
use Canadian help if we could get 
it,” she went on, “but the ever- 
pressing restrictions of shipping and 
food rationing make this idea a 
dream only.” 

DAUGHTER IN CANADA 

Revealing her feminine maternal 
love of family, Mrs. Grenfell spoke 
of her daughter in Canada with 
whom she spent Christmas, Mrs. 
Grenfell has been in Canada since 
November and her visit with her 
daughter, the Countess Waldegrave 
at Magog, Quebec, was a pleasure 
indeed. “I have six grandchildren,” 
she said proudly, “and the youngest 
baby James Sherbrooke, Viscount 
Chewton, is. a Canadian by birth, 
for it was after my daughter ar- 
rived in Canada that the baby was 
born.” 

After Christmas Mrs. Grenfell 
met with Y. W. C. A. representa- 
tives in Washington, D.C., at the 
conference of the world Y. W. C. A. 
“Here I met with Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt,” she said, “who proved 
herself to be as interested and sin- 
cere in her appreciation of the 
work done by the association as 
Mrs. Winston Churchill. We have 
three of the greatest women today 
—the Queen, Mrs. Churchill and 
Mrs. Roosevelt—on our side,” she 
said, “and we are very proud of 
them.” 

Mrs. Grenfell is a cousin of Lady 
Tweedsmuir and is the wife of a 
| cousin of the late Sir Wilfred 
Grenfell of Labrador. Proudly she 
wears three service buttons on the 
lapel of her suit. One is a war ser- 
vice badge, another is a badge of 
full membership in her association, 
and the other is the association war 
service badge, similar to ‘that of 
the government. An “S” for ser- 
vice, is superimposed on the Y. W. 
C. A. triangle. This is one of her 
most prized possessions. 

“Our badge represents the deter- 
mination of British women to do 
our part—be it large or small—in 
the winning of the war for our 
Ring and Country,” she said sim- 
ply. '

Miss Kydd’s home is in Montreal, 
where she lives with her father. In 
this speaking tour, she has cov- 
ered Winnipeg and Saskatoon, has 
come to Edmonton, and will yet 
visit Calgary and the Pacific Coast, 
then return to her home in Mon- 
treal, before she begins a tour of 
the Maritimes.

The recent rise in prices which 
had necessitated price ceiling and 
Price subsidy measures had really 
brought about measures which 
had long been advocated by Social 
Credit, but the methods of effect- 
ing this control were not approv- 
ed, the premier continued. 


“The rise in prices resulted in the 
federal government adopting 
schemes which people said were im- 
possible a few years ago. The ceiling 
price is really the ‘just’ price,” he 
added, 

“However, the present system of 
subsidizing is bound to go to the 
wall as it is using debt money which 
will ultimately lead to heavy debt. 

“The Social Credit system would 
be to issue debt free money,” said 
the premier. 

In discussion of the federal agri- 
cultural policy, it was stated by 
many members of the caucus that 
the farmers were being reduced to 
peasant status due to the financial 
policy of the government. 

In urging parity prices for agri- 
cultural products as an essential 
to the war effort, the members ex- 
Pressed the opinion that, “If agri- 
culture is not protected we have 
no economy.” 

“Our members expressed them- 
selves forcibly and emphatically on 
these matters,” the permier said, 
“and they felt strongly that monet- 
ary reform was needed to ensure 
smooth and efficient operation in 
the national war effort.”
